Members of the Whitesburg City Council voted in a pri- 
vate meeting this week to “correct certain statements” made 
ina report of the February city council meeting carried in 
last week’s Mountain Eagle. Each of the councilmen and the 


mayor signed a statement prepared by City Atty. Leroy 
W. Fields and the mayor. The statement said that City 
Attorney Fields and Mayor Banks did not say what they 


were quoted as saying in last week's Mountain Eagle. (The 
complete statement appears elsewhere in today’s paper.) 


We are forced to suggest that perhaps the councilmen were 
not listening as closely as they might have been to the pro 
ceedings. For the city attorney did say what we quoted him 
as saying, and he did not say something else nstead” as the 
council’s statement published today indicates. And the mayor

Altogether too frequently, it “just happens” that 
local officials are found owing either the county or 
treasury thousands of dollars, and it is with extreme reluc- 
tance that local fiscal courts take action to recover that which 
is due the local treasury, or take steps to see that there is a 
rigid accounting of all fees collected by fee-paid officials. 


The General Assembly likewise has been slow to bring 
action such as lies within its power, either to impeach the 
offending officer who, altogether too often, has resolved all 
doubtful items in filis own favor. 


The slipshod methods of accounting work altogether to the 


advantage of the person who cares little or nothing whether 
the public treasury gets all that is coming to it. 


The Court of Appeals went a long way two years ago in 
stripping “fees’’ from justices of the peace—some of whom 
have operated speed traps that defied all semblance of jus- 
tice—and enriched themselves to the tune of sums ranging 
from $30,000 to $50,000— as established later (generally too 
late for recovery) by the state auditor’s office. 


The Appellate Court held that methods inherent in the 
“fee’ system, so far as justices of the peace are concerned, 
violate “due process” and are tantamount to a “denial of 
substantial justice.” 


Room for improvement still exists. There are lots of other 
courthouse officials paid by fees, rather than by salary. A 
straight salary for each fee-paid official would be far more 
desirable and equitable. 


The system in vogue is a hand-me-down from the earliest 
days of the republic. Like Topsy, it is “jes growed” until 
ecrors in handling public funds are in most cases in favor of 
the official who collects fees for a livelihood, and weighed 
heavily—practically speaking—against the interests of the 
treasury. 


Altogether too often the fee-paid official ignores the pro- 
visions of the constitution as to the $7200-a-year salary 
limitation . . . and the result is a long drawn-out suit which 
drains the general public treasury of its resources while, not 
infrequently, the official against whom a judgement is ob- 
tained frequently ends up ‘“‘execution-proof.”

The group of those accused of owing the public treasuries 
includes county attorneys, sheriffs, jailers and others who 
rely on “fees” for a living, but who, if proper accounting 
methods were employed, in many instances might well avoid 
shortages 


The need exists for remedial steps to be taken to protect 
the public interest, just as the Court of Appeals went a long 
way i nstriking down the fee system in the case of fee-paid 
magistrates. 

The remedy: 


Place all officials on a straight salary, 
clerical help.

become, not only the idol of hte community in 
which he is stationed and has been returned by 
popular demand upon the U. S. Army, but he 
is the friend and brother of the soldiers whom 
he directs 


The greatest story ever told is the Love of God 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto Himeetf 
“He who knew no sin was made to be sin for us, 
that we in Him might be made the righteous 
ness of God.” (2 Cor 5:21)
